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SmTMARY  OF  FACTS 


prices:     The  price  of  land  in  seven  northern  Great  Plains  States  rose  14  perc 
during  the  IS-month  period  ending  Septenber  30,  1946.     The  index 
(1942  -  ICQ)  v/as  180  in  the  third  quarter. 

Volume:    The  number  of  recorded  sales  shov/ed  the  usual  seasonal  decline,  "but 
were  40  percent  over  the  corresponding  quarter  a  year  ago.     About  1,3 
percent  of  the  land  in  farms  v^as  sold  this  quarter  compared  with  0.9 
percent  a  year  ago. 

Financing:    Ilearly  t^^o- thirds  of  the  buyers  paid  all  cash,  21  percent 
mortgaged  their  land,  and  15  percent  bought  by  contract  for  ceed. 
Buyer's  equities  v/ere  less  than  they  '.vere  last  quarter.     Only  23 
percent  of  the  buyers  using  new  third-party  mortgages  borrcv^-ed  less 
than  one-half  the  purchase  price. 

Buyers:  Farmers  bought  85  percent  of  the  tracts  this  quarter.  About  four- 
fifths  7;ere  bought  by  full  ovmer-operators  or  part  o\'.-ner- ope  raters,  16 
percent  by  tenants,  and  4  percent  by  farmers'  sons  and  farm  Is^bcrers. 

Sellers ;     Individuals  sold  a  slightly  smaller  proportion  of  the  traces  than 

last  quarter,  but  still  sold  three-fifths  of  all  tracts.  The  proportion 
of  sales  by  corporations  continued  to  decline. 

Resales ;    Approximately  7  percent  of  all  sales  v/ere  resales.  Apparent 

gross  profits  from  resales  were  15  percent  on  tracts  held  less  them 
2  years. 


LA^jD  I\aEKET  ACTIVITY  IN  Th"E  KOnTIHRJI  GREAT  PLAINS  STATES  l/ 
By  Robert  L.  Berger,  Agricultural  Economist 

Farm  real  estate  prices  in  16  selected  counties  in  the  Northern  Great 
plains  States  rose  14  percent  during  the  12~month  period  ending  September  30, 
1946.   2/    The  index  (1942  z  100)  of  average  price  per  acre  this  quarter  was 
180,        which  is  only  slightly  above  the  revised  index  of  178  last  quarter 
(table  1),     The  extremely  high  index  of  prices  in  Haskell  County  last  quarter 
had  a  strong  influence  on  the  average,  hence  a  sharp  rise  vras  shown  in  the 
regional  index  at  that  time.     This  quarter  the  index  for  Haskell  County  was 
omitted  because  of  the  small  number  of  bona  fide  sales  recorded. 

The  index  of  prices  v/hich  m.akes  some  allowance  for  differences  in  the 
quality  of  land  shoves  that  prices  in  A.dams ,  Fallon,  Judith  Basin,  Howard, 
and  Morton  Counties  have  m.ore  than  doubled  since  1942,     Conversely,  price 
changes  have  been  the  least  in  Traill,  Haakon,  Brookings,  and  Dickinson 
Counties.     In  half  of  the  counties  studied  prices  this  quarter  exceeded  those 
of  the  preceding  quarter,  and  in  all  but  three  counties,  prices  exceeded  those 
of  the  first  quarter  of  this  year. 

The  average  price  of  irrigated  land  sold  this  quarter  in  Adams  County 
was  $206  per  acre  and  in  Goshen  County,  (^24  per  acre.     Sales  in  the  wheat 
land  area,  as  represented  by  Deuel,  Haskell  and  Judith  Basin  Counties, 
averaged  $60,  $54,  and  (17  per  acre,  respectively.     Sales  in  Haakon  County, 
in  the  range  area,  averaged  about  {■:2,50  per  acre.     In  Traill  County,  in  the 
Red  River  Valley,  sales  averaged  $36  per  acre,  and  in  the  other  three  North 
Dakota  counties,  about  $15  per  acre.     Land  sales  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
area  were  the  highest  in  Clay  County  where  all  sales  averaged  $88  per  acre. 
In  Lancaster  County,  sales  averaged  $84  per  acre,  and  in  Dickinson  County, 
$67  (table  2).

Volume  cf  Sales 


Recorded  sales  this  quarter  totaled  630,  which  is  approximately  40 
percent  more  than  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  a  year  ago,  and  nearly 
•50  percent  more  than  in  the  third  quarter  of  1945  (table  3).     The  usual 
seasonal  decline  which  occurs  during  the  suiiimer  is  evident,  but  volume  of 
sales  is  higher  despite  the  correspondents'  reports  that  fewer  tracts  are 
being  offered  for  sale  (fig.  1). 

Sales  activity  within  the  various  size  coianties  can  be  measured  by 
comparing  the  percentage  of  land  in  farms  that  is  sold  each  qu3.rter. 
Counties  with  the  most  activity  this  quarter  were  Adams  County,  where  3.3 
percent  of  the  land  in  farms  was  sold,  and  Haakon  County,  where  2.5  percent 
was  sold.     The  least  activity  7/as  in  Haskell,  Deuel,  Moward  and  Clay  Ccunxies. 

The  most  marked  increase  in  the  volume  of  sales  occurred  in  Morton 
CQunty  where  the  number  increased  from  13  a  year  ago  to  52  —  a  total  four 
times  greater.     Activity  mere  than  doubled  compared  with  that  cf  a  year  age 
in  Judith  Basin,  Stutsman  and  Goshen  Counties.     Decreases  in  activity  occurre 
in  Haskell,  Howard  and  Brown  Counties. 

Only  S  distress  transfers  v.'ere  reported  this  quarter  compared  with  24 
a  year  ago. 

Financing 

A  large  proportion  of  the  buyers  paid  cash  for  their  land.  Sixty-four 
percent  of  the  buyers  paid  cash  as  compared  with  58  percent  last  quarter. 
Twenty- one  percent  of  the  purchases  involved  mortgages,  and  15  percent  of 
the  purchases  were  contract  for  deed  sales  (table  4),     More  mortgages  were 
used  on  sales  in  Brookings  and  Lancaster  Counties  than  elsewhere^  and  all  of 
the  contract  for  deed  sales  re'^orted  v-ere  in  Fallon  County  and  the  Dakotas. 

Buyers'  average  equity  in  mortgage-financed  sales  was  less  than  in  the 
preceding  quarter.     The  average  dovrr.  payment  was  42  percent  as  compared 
with  49  percent  for  the  second  quarter  of  this  year,     Down  pa^^ments  on 
contract  for  deed  sales  were  22  percent  of  the  purchase  price  or  about  half 
as  much  as  on  mortgages. 

Despite  the  large  amount  of  bank  deposits  by  farmers  and  others,  many 
of  the  people  who  are  buying  farm  land  are  placing  heavy  mortgages  cn 
their  property.     Nineteen  percent  of  all  nev.'  mortgages  placed  v/ere  for  75 
percent  or  more  of  the  purchase  price,  and  58  percent  v.-ere  for  50  to  74 
percent.     Only  25  percent  of  the  buyers  borrowed  less  than  half  of  the 
purchase  price. 

Sellers  financed  two-fnirds  of  the  encum.bered  sales  either  with 
purchase  money  mortgages  or  with  contracts  for  deed,     Qr.ly  56  percent  of

the  sales  were  financed  this  way  last  quarter^  and  59  percent  a  year  ago 
(table  5).     Of  these  seller-financed  sales  nearly  three-fourths  were  with 
contracts  for  deed.     Three  percent  of  the  encijiabered  sales  involved  assumed 
mortgages,  and  31  percent  were  financed  with  new  third-party  mortgages. 

Individuals  made  29  percent  of  these  new  loans;  commercial  hanks,  26 
percent;   insurance  companies,   24  percent;   the  federal  land  banks  and 
commissioners,   16  percent;  and  other  mdscellaneous  corporations,   5  percent. 

The  percentage  loaned  by  these  lenders  varied  somewhat  this  quarter. 
The  percentages  loaned  by  them  were  as  follows*

The  percentage  loaned  by  each  is  considerably  higher  than  the  comparable 
figure  for  the  first  half  of  this  year. 


Purchasers 


Active  farmers  bought  85  percent  of  all  tracts  sold  this  quarter. 
This  is  the  highest  percentage  yet  recorded.     They  have  been  buying  around 
four-fifths  of  the  tracts.     About  80  percent  of  these  tracts  ivere  bought 
by  full  owner-operators  or  part  ovmer-operators .     Tenants  bought  16  percent, 
and  farmers'   sons  and  farm,  laborers,  about  4  percent.     Nonfarmer  buyers  are 
not  prevalent;   they  are  buying  m.ainly  in  the  eastern  parts  of  the  States, 
In  Traill,  Brown,  Howard,  Lancaster  and  Dickinson  Counties  nonfarm.ers  • 
bought  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  tracts   (table  6), 

Practically  all  fan'aers  who  bought  land  expect  to  operate  it.  In 
some  cases  this  may  be  done  v/ith  a  son  or  close  relative.     On  the  other 
hand,  only  about  5  percent  of  the  nonfarmers  expect  to  farm  their  land; 
they  exoect  to  lease  it. 


Sellers 

Individuals  sold  apriroximate ly  three-fifths  of  the  tracts  sold.  This 
is  a  smaller  percentage  than  they  sold  last  quarter,  but  the  trend  over 
several  years' has  been  upward.     Sales  by  the  North  Dakota  State  School 
Land  Department,  the  Bank  of  North  Dakota,  and  the  county  governments  of 
Ward  and  Haakon  Counties  made  up  the  sales  by  States  and  counties  and 
accounted  for  21  percent  of  the  sold  tracts.     The  proportion  of  sales  by 
the  corporations  continued  to  decline.     These  sales  represented  12  percent 
of  the  total.     Sales  by  estates  were  9  percent  of  the  total  (table  7), 

Ovmer-operators  sold  17  percent  of  all  tracts  sold  this  quarter.  About 
70  percent  of  these  farmers  will  continue  to  farm,  about  one-fourth  are 


retiring,  and  only  a  small  proportion  are  leaving  the  farm  for  other  lines 
of  work.     Since  the  beginning  of  1944  more  farmers  have  been  retiring. 


Resales 


Properties  resold  within  2  years  of  purchase  accounted  for  7  percent 
of  all  sales  this  quarter  compared  v/ith  6  percent  a  year  ago  (table  8). 
Forty-five  percent  of  the  resales  had  been  bought  v;ithin  the  previous  6 
months,  and  36  percent  within  the  previous  12  months.     Only  19  percent 
had  been  held  over  a  year. 


Gross  profits  on  resales  v/ere  15  percent  compared  with  25  percent 
last  quarter.     Gross  profits  averaged  about  35  percent;  on  resales  during 
1945.
